Two  Adult  Ed  Courses 
Start  in  January 

Two  courses,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Adult  Education  program  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  will  begin  in  January:  “Jews 
and  Judaism  Under  the  Orbit  of  Islam” 
begins  Thursday,  January  3  at  8  P.M.  and 
continues  for  eight  weeks,  and  “Judaism 
and  the  Body”  begins  Wednesday,  January 
9  at  8  P.M.  and  continues  for  five  weeks. 
Both  courses  will  meet  in  the  Library. 

“Jews  and  Judaism  Under  the  Orbit  of 
Islam”  will  be  taught  by  Mr.  Ross  Brann, 
a  member  of  the  High  School  faculty.  This 
course  continues  the  offerings  to  parents 
of  students  in  the  high  school,  as  well  as 
to  other  interested  adults,  of  a  parallel 
course  to  the  one  taught  in  the  high  school 
but  on  the  level  of  adult  education. 

Mr.  Brann,  in  addition  to  teaching  in 
the  High  School,  is  an  instructor  in  the 
Department  of  Near  Eastern  Languages 
and  Literatures  at  New  York  University. 

“Judaism  and  the  Body”  is  a  course 
which  will  explore,  in  depth,  those  ques¬ 
tions  we  moderns  have  about  the  Jewish 
attitude  toward  exercise,  food,  sex.  Taught 
by  Dr.  Neil  Gillman,  Dean  of  Academic 
Affairs  in  the  Rabbinical  School  of  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary,  this  course 
should  prove  a  popular  one  as  it  will  deal 
with  issues  that  are  not  well  known  by 
Jewish  adults,  although  past  attitudes 
and  superstitions  may  be  governing  adult 
behavior. 

Registration  will  take  place  on  the  first 
meeting  of  each  course.  The  fee  for  “Jews 
and  Judaism  Under  the  Orbit  of  Islam”  is 
$20  per  person,  $30  per  family  and  for 
“Judaism  and  the  Body,”  $25  per  person, 
$38  per  family. 


Taking  a  page  out  of  the  book  of  many 
major  private  schools,  colleges  and  universi¬ 
ties,  the  School  Board  hopes  to  encourage 
those  families,  whose  association  with  the 
synagogue  has  been  enhanced  by  the 
Jewish  education  offered  to  their  children 
in  the  Religious  School  program,  to  give 
what  they  can,  on  an  annual  basis. 
Although  suggesting  a  minimum  annual 
contribution  of  $100  a  family,  the  School 
Board  hopes  to  be  able  to  encourage  all 
families  whose  children  have  benefited 
from  a  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  education, 
to  think  of  this  school  TOO  when  they 
think  of  those  organizations  worthy  of 
their  consideration  and  aid. 

The  timing  of  the  letter  was  purposeful. 
In  reaching  families  at  a  time  when  many 
are  considering  year  end  gifts,  it  is  hoped  ’ 
that  a  successful  launching  of  this  effort 
will  bolster  the  morale  of  all  concerned. 

As  the  letter  pointed  out,  in  the  past 
two  years,  the  cost  of  fuel  has  risen  by 
more  than  40%,  as  has  the  cost  of  power 
and  light.  Printing  and  mailing  costs  have 
risen  70%. 

As  the  overall  operating  expenses  of 
the  congregation  rises,  and  the  need  for 
expanded  philanthropy  grows  to  meet  the 
growing  gap  between  costs  and  revenue, 
the  subsidy  wliich  the  congregation  gladly 
provides  the  school  program  is  coming 
under  increasing  pressure. 

The  answer  can  lie  in  an  Annual  Giving 
Program  by  parents  of  children  now  en¬ 
rolled  in  school,  parents  of  past  graduates 
and  the  graduates  themselves,  many  of 
whom  are  now  successful  young  people  in 
the  business  and  professional  world. 

The  letter,  signed  by  George  M. 
Shapiro,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of

On  The  Brink  Of 
A  New  Decade 

Can  it  be  only  four  years  till  we  reach 
George  Orwell’s  vision  of  the  future  in 
1984?  Incredible  as  it  seems,  the  future  is 
now  the  present  and  we  can  no  longer 
afford  the  luxury  of  fantasizing  about  the 
great  and  unknown  future  which  was  the 
subject  of  speculation  fifty  years  ago.  The 
Rabbis  put  it  aptly,  “It  is  not  for  you  to 
finish  the  task,  but  neither  are  you  free  to 
desist  from  it.” 

We  are  the  heirs  to  a  great  tradition. 
Ours  is  a  faith  that  is  at  once  idealistic 
and  pragmatic,  far-reaching  and  near  at 
hand.  We  believe  that  action  brings  with  it 
faith.  After  all,  did  not  our  people  at  Sinai 
say,  Naaseh  v’Nishma,  “we  will  act  and  we 
will  listen”? 

We  believe  that  we  are  a  particular  and 
universalistic  people  at  one  and  the  same 
time.  Our  concern  for  Israel  and  for  our 
own  welfare  in  no  way  obscures  our  deep 
concern  for  the  welfare  of  all  humanity. 
That  is  why  we  see  no  dichotomy  between 
being  Jewish  and  American  and  a  citizen 
of  the  world  simultaneously. 

In  the  coming  decade  we  must  harness 
all  our  strength  to  combat  the  ills  of 
mankind  which  seem  to  be  spreading  the 
infections  of  distrust,  hate  and  violence  all 
over  the  globe  as  well  as  the  apathy,  in¬ 
difference  and  ignorance  rampant  among 
our  own  people  as  they  perceive  of  them¬ 
selves  as  Jews. 

This  is  a  large  task,  but  it  must  be  seen 
as  an  indispensable  one.  It  is  taken  step 
by  step,  sometimes  two  steps  backward 
and  one  ahead.  But  we  must  persist  and 
climb  slowly  toward  the  future  which 
must  bring  new  hope  and  light  to  a  world 
in  desperate  need  of  them.

Eleven  paintings  by  Yoram  Rozov,  a 
contemporary  Israeli  artist,  are  now  on 
view  at  the  Jewish  Museum,  Fifth  Ave.  at 
92  St.,  through  January  6. 

Rozov  paints  in  the  photo-realist  style. 
His  images  are  stark  representations,  with 
attention  to  texture  and  surface. 

Born  in  Hadera,  Israel  in  1938,  Rozov 
studied  at  the  Bazalel  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Design  in  Jerusalem.  He  served  as  a 
lecturer  there  in  Drawing,  Basic  Design 
and  Illustration.  He  became  Dean  of 
Students  and  Deputy  Director  of  Bazalel 
in  1966. 

He  has  lectured  at  Hebrew  University 
and  the  Hadassah  College  in  Jerusalem. 
He  has  taught  at  the  Parsons  School  of 
Design  and  is  currently  a  guest  professor 
at  St.  John’s  University  here  in  New  York. 

Rozov  served  in  the  Israeli  army  froir' 
1955-58,  the  Six  Day  War  and  the  Yoi^ 
Kippur  War. 

He  has  had  one  man  shows  in  Israel, 
South  Africa  and  the  United  States.  His 
work  has  been  included  in  group  exhibi¬ 
tions  in  Israel,  Europe,  Canada  and  the 
United  States.
